Health 
Nurse in charge of this office 
which will serve the area known 
as the County of Vulcan and the 
Towns and Villages therein. Bus¬ 
iness and Services relevant to the 
area witn the exception of Sani- 
taiy and Medical Offices Services 
will in future bo conducled 
(hrough this office, which U sit¬ 
uated in the Tovtn Offiee, Vulean. 

The Health I'nil is the udiiiin- 
Kirative organi/atiun of Cublic 
Health, which is pure Pn-ventive 
Medicine. Public Health is, in the 
iiiain, a statutory Service and its 
scope is clearly outlined in the 
relevant legislation under the 
Public Health Act. There is noth¬ 
ing in Public Health to interfere 
with normal Family Doctor Ser- 
vlees. Diagnosis, Treatment and 
General Nursing remain General 
Practice responsibility.

The diagnosis and treatment is 
tile responsibility of the house¬ 
holder, through the family Doc¬ 
tor. Quarantine and I.solation are 
the Health Unit’s responsibility, 
and any cases notified to the 
Health Unit will be quarantined 
according to I^w. 

PuhHe Health is a s<*rviee for 
(lie tK'ople and is at (‘veiyone’s 
disposal. The public is urged to 
use tlie servic*' along the lines in¬ 
dicated, whk-h are those for 
which it was establi.shed.

Farm Wealth Distribution

The failure of AlbeVta farmers to complete the har¬ 
vesting of this year’s grain crops, due to bad weather 
conditions, is having a serious effect on business 
throughout the province. 

“In greater or less measure," says The algary Her¬ 
ald, “we shall all feel the effects. Farmers will not 
be spending as freely this coming winter as they 
would have done if all that bumper crop of No. 1 
wheat was now safely in storage.” 

The Herald concludes that there is no moral to this 
gloomy story, except the familiar one that, in the end, 
the Canadian economy still depends on the fanner. 
Oil may cushion economic conditions against the 
shock of a crop failure, but it cannot offset the effects 
entirely. 

The Brooks Bulletin agrees with The Calgary Her¬ 
ald that the expansion of the oil industry in Alberta 
will have a tendency to mitigate the loss of business 
due to the serious farming situation. But the oil bus¬ 
iness, even in its greatest expansion, does not distrib¬ 
ute wealth as does the farming business. 

Wealth produced from Alberta farms goes to 89,000 
farmers who proceed to make a widespread distrib¬ 
ution to merchants, banks, governments (tax pay¬ 
ments), farm machine manufacturers and distribut¬ 
ors, oil companies, auto and truck distributors, and 
so on. The farm products, in moving to market, gfive 
ample business to railways, lake and ocean shipping, 
meat packers, flour mills, elevator companies, and so 
on. 

Oil development gives employment to a relatively 
few people and the money obtained therefrom does 
get wide distribution. The great majority of Alberta 
people must still rely on the farmers for their liveli¬ 
hood. —Brooks Bulletin.

Canadian and United States wage rates. To those who 
jump at conclusions, there is some plausibility in'the 
theory that a man doing a certain job in one country 
should receive the same pay as a man doing a similar 
job in another country. However, it requires very lit¬ 
tle thought and very little argument to demonstrate 
that this is a complete fallacy. As one of our corres¬ 
pondents points out, “the pel* capita output of Grana¬ 
dians is only about two-thirds of that of the U.S. Ob¬ 
viously, therefore, there is less per capita production 
here to share and that is what wealth is—goods and 
services, not money.” The simple truth is that in the 
United States the people manage to produce more of 
the good things of life per head of population than 
we produce. 

Mr. Gilbert E. Jackson, recently made the point 
that basically the “vastness of the market in the U.S. 
compared with the small size of our own market is 
mainly responsible for the difference in their produc¬ 
tivity per man-hour compared with our own.” 

We have repeated in these pages many times the 
fact that wages cannot advance unless accompanied 
by an equivalent rise in productivity.'Canadians are 
just as capable ahd just as hard working as the people 
of any other country in the world. The miracle is that 
despite our small population, Canadians are the sec¬ 
ond richest people in the world. Let us not feel sorry 
for ourselves for not reaching U.S. standards but, 
rather, feel proud of the fact that our standard is se¬ 
cond only to theirs. —Cdn. Chamber of Commerce.

Business and comiitunity leaders 
from all 10 provinces have return¬ 
ed to their homes across the 
country after attending the 22nd 
annual meeting of The Canadian 
Chamber of Commerce in the Cha¬ 
teau Frontensrc, Quebec City. 
Main subjects under discussion 
■M'ere the inflation problem, Can- 
ada-U.S. relations and conununlty 
building as symbolized in the 
Chamber of Commerce movement. 

Feature speaker was Charles E. 
Wilson, United States defence mo- 
bilizer who told some 600 delegates 
to the Chamber meetlnk tl^t So¬ 
viet Russia soon will have to 
choose between making a lasting 
peace or living in an island of 
austerity, while the miUtarily- 
mighty free world prospers. An¬ 
other speaker, Mrs. W. R. Walton 
Jr., president of the Canadian As- 
sociaUon of Consumers, urged that 
Canadians be told the facts about 
inflation. She advocated that all 
governments reduce drastically all 
non-defence spending, and that in¬ 
dustry “eliminate certain frills and 
pass the savings on to consumers.

Winter Protection 
Of Small Fruits 

Except for curranta and goose¬ 
berries, small fruits such as straw¬ 
berries and raspberries need pro¬ 
tection against prairie winters. 

After cold weather starts, a 
suitable protection is given straw¬ 
berry plants. Clean strasv or hay 
—without any seed—is generally 
available and usually is satisfac¬ 
tory. If straw is used, an even 
covering not exceeding six inches 
of loose mulch is ample. At the 
Experimental Station, Scott, Sask., 
Superintendent G. D. Matthews 
says this winter covering is not 
removed until the middle of May, 
but occasionally the mulch can be 
removed a few days earlier If 
plants under the matted straw 
have a mouldy appearance. If this 
condition prevails early in May, 
the straw covering is shaken up. 
Some persons prefer to leave 
some of the straw for the sum¬ 
mer to give cleaner fruit. 

Assuming that the old and weak 
canes were removed in early fall, 
Vinter protection for raspberries 
is given before freeze-up in the 
fall. The canes are bent over 
gently when not frozen and the
